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The  Student  Government  is  to  be  used  as  a  tool 
for  the  entire  student  body  to  encourage  positive 
change  here  at  Lasell.  It  cannot  exist  and  remain 
effective  without  the  constant  support  of  the  stu- 
dents. 

It  has  been  difficult  to  deal  with  student  apathy 
in  the  Lasell  community,  but  the  members  of  Stu- 
dent Government  felt  apathy  will  always  exist,  and 
they  would  do  their  best  to  create  interest  in  ac- 
tivities ranging  from  academics  to  social  life. 

Activities  within  the  community  are  not  the  only 
concern  of  student  government  however.  Student 
Government  must  deal  with  policy  changes  that 
effect  our  lives  as  students  at  Lasell.  Several  pro- 
posals were  presented  before  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
one  of  them  being  further  communication  between 
the  trustees,  faculty  and  the  students  through  stu- 
dent and  faculty  representation  on  the  board. 

A  lack  of  communication  between  the  adminis- 
trators of  the  college  and  the  students  has  always 
been  a  major  concern  here  at  Lasell.  Student  Gov- 
ernment felt  this  proposal  would  be  beneficial  in 
improving  communication  and  have  a  positive  ef- 
fect on  the  entire  Lasell  community. 

It  is  the  Student  Government's  interest  in  the 
students  and  concern  with  their  demands  that 
make  a  student  government  effective  and  produc- 
tive in  achieving  final  goals.  There  are  always  a  few 
devoted  students  that  contribute  to  this  goal,  thus 
producing  an  active  and  dynamic  student  govern- 
ment. And  it  is  these  students  that  everyone  learns 
to  rely  on  for  a  positive  attitude  and  a  better  utiliza- 
tion of  resources  at  Lasell  to  make  life  for  each 
student  here  more  satisfying.
